Freshmen Wanted ! 


The University of Illinois an- 
nounced this week that. no illit- 
erate freshmen need apply. 


Many citizens will be surprised 
to learn that such an announce- 
ment was-necessary, but all col- 
lege faculty members will un- 
derstand. With the exception of 
privately-endowed colleges 
which have been blessed with 
enough applicants so that they 
could afford to enforce adequate 
entrance standards most Ameri- 
can institutions of “higher learn- 
ing” have been struggling with 
many students who haven't yet 
learned to read and write. 

In the worst plight have been 
the state-owned schools which 
are under pressure to accept any 
kind of kid who has a high 
school diploma. Faulty methods 


of. teaching reading, lack of in- 


sistence on regular theme-writ- 
ing, tolerance of misspelling, etc. 
have produced a large number of 
practically-illiterate high school 
graduates. 

The answer of the universities 
has been courses in “remedial 
reading and writing,” i.e. an 
effort to do in three hours a week 
during one semester what the 
lower schools should have done 
over a period of years. It was 
this course, described gently as 
“Rhetoric 100,” which the Uni- 
versity of Illinois has just thrown 
into the ash can.

Relieved By Royal Marriage

Brussels —- A fairy tale will 
come true for Belgium on Dec. 
15 when a royal wedding will be 
held in this little kingdom by the 
sea,” 

This will be a marriage that 
the Belgians feared would nev- 
er take place. For nine years 
since King Baudoin ascended the 
throne following the forced ab- 
dication of his father, King Leo- 
pold IJ, rumors of the mari- 
tal plans of the young King 
abounded.

In London many of the unfor- 
funate women who lose their 
lives by murder used to be 
known as street women. In spite

On the other hand, most of 
the men who kill them are ut- 
terly loathsome objects ‘sunk ip 
the depths of depravity.

Field, however, was nothing if 
mot. resourceful and among many 
ef his more unpleasant charac- 
teristics was an ability to lay the 
blame for his misdeeds on other 
people. 

He said that when he had 
een in the shop a day or #0 


earlier a man had come to him — 


and told him that he was a pros- 
pective tenant. Field said he had 
given the key to this man, of 
whom he gave the police a de- 
tailed description. 

He spent several days walk- 
ing about the West End with a 
police officer trying to find the 
prospective tenant. However, 
they didn’t find him, because 
guch a man never existed except 
fn the evil, fertile imagination 
of Frederick Field, writes David 
Ensor in “Tit-Bits.”

Unfortunately, the police had 
very little evidence, but Freder- 
ick Field was taking no chances. 


He made preparations for his de- ° 


fence, in the event of being 

charged, by selling his story to 
Ya newspaper in return for fin- 
‘ancial assistance. 

No such charge was made and 
nearly two years had gone by 
when Frederick Field walked in- 
to the same newspaper office and 
confessed to the murder of Nora 
Upchurch. 


The newspaper promptly con- 


dater Field repeated his story to 
the police. He was then charged 
with murder. 

Where Frederick Field had 
been extremely cunning was the 
fact that his confession contain- 
ed several glaring inaccuracies. 

For instance, he said he had 
killed the girl with his hands, 
whereas she had in fact been 
strangled with her belt. 

At his trial at the Old Bailey 
he was therefore able to point 
to these inaccuracies, which, he 
aaid, only confirmed that his 
confession was bogus. 

He withdrew it, saying he had 
never killed the girl. He had only 
made the statement so that he 
could appear before a jury and 
be acquitted. He was tired, he 
said, of having the finger of sus- 
nicion continually pointed at 
him, 

Whatever the judge, the police 
and the jury thought, there could 
be no other result but the ac- 

uittal of Frederick Field for 
the murder of Nora Upchurch. 

Field, now a free man, prompt- 
ly joined the R.A.F. — and then 
committed the supreme blunder. 
Having got away with murder 
once, he did it again. three years 
later, and attempted to work the 
same trick with his defence. 

This time his fatal mistake 
was in describing the murder of 

other street woman, Beatrice 
Sutton, in too much detail. He 
described the situation of the 
body and the flat in a way that 
could only have been done by 
the man who was there at the 
time the crime was committed. 
Nobody but the murderer could 
have known such details. 

When Frederick Field tried to 
withdraw his confession for 4

Hidden Treasure 


Once again they're seeking the 
treasure hoard that hes hidden 
in the forbidding Superstition 
Mountains of Arizona. A new 
expedition is being planned to 
unearth the fabulous goldmine 
believed to exist some thirty-five 
miles east of the city of Phoen'x. 


Ever since the day, seventy-six 
years ago, when Jacob Wolz con-

It is claimed that a thwarted 
love affair uncovered the mine in 
the beginning. A young Mexican 
peasant dared to lay seige to 
the heart of a lovely senorita 
who was the daughter of a 
wealthy Mexican landowner.

The young Mexican fied, tak- 
ing refuge in the Superstition 
Mountains, then Mexican terri- 
tory.

eau:

Vienna hears rumours Krush- 
chey imprisoned and anti-party 
erdup taken power, Zhukoy new. 
president, 
Asked them for story and put 
in urgent call to Moscow. 

For more than a half hour, 
Jackson and Arthur Woll, the 
stocky, able Nebraskan who ar- 
rived to take over the daytime 
desk, sat awaiting developments. 
Another: advisory from London 
reported: Moscow says by phone 
absolutely no sign Moscow of 
apheaval. And then, at 7:47, the 
Teletype chattered with the Vi- 
enna bureau's story. 

Taking the Vienna copy, Wolf 
penciled in the fact that the 
rumour was completely uncon- 
firmed — and finally, at 8:05, 
put the 200-word story on the 
wire. 

Sent out as a routine item— 
without so much as a “Bulletin” 
slug —- the report was treated

Pictures of Khrushchev, 
Malenkov, and Zhukov were 
spread across five columns. 


All the while, the AP’s major 
rivals — United Press Interna- 
tional and Reuters — held their 
fire, Reuters at first carried only 
a brief advisory to editors, say- 
ing that it was checking out the 
rumour. (It later began carry- 
ing the full story:) UPI, despite 
pressure from client papers, . sat 
firmly on the. story until 11:25 
a.m., when it was able to quote 
the official Soviet news agency 
Tass as calling the rumours “ut- 
ter nonsense.” 


The Vienna rumour, nevect- 
theless, touched off a flurry of 
speculation around the worid. 
The New York Daily| News re- 
ported that 3,000 telephone in- 
quiries about K jammed its 
switchboard. The New York 
Times noted that the unsupport- 
ed rumour, implying a harder 
Soviet line toward the US. 


touched off a brief spurt in elec- 


tronic and defense stocks on 
Wall Street. 

How had the rumour started? 
The AP reported that its man in 


Vienna. — 34-year-old Hans 


‘Benedict — had picked up the ’ 


gossip when ten different Aus- 
trian Government officials tele- 
phoned him to ask if the story 
was true. UPI said a man repre- 
senting himself as a Tele-printer 
operator at the Soviet Embassy 
had walked into the wire ser- 
vice’s Vienna bureau, claiming 
that he had learned the contents 
cf a coded message from Mos- 
cow. 

The rumour mills were also 
speeded up by Abend-Presse, a 
five-day-old evening newspaper 
published by Fritz Peter Mol- 
den, the heir of the old, respect- 
ed Vienna publishing family. 
Three hours after the AP’s first 
report, Abend-Presse hit .the 
streets: with a slightly different 
version, listing Lazar M. Kaga- 
novitch as the new Soviet Presi- 
dent. 

Molden, a wartime OSS opera- 
tive inside the ranks of the 
German Army (and former son- 
in-law of U.S, Central Intelli- 
gence Agency director Allen 
Dulles), insisted he had picked 
up the story from “one of the 
most reliable sources in the 
Western world” and then had 
checked it independently with 
Western diplomatic sources and 
with someone “very close to the 
Austrian Government,” Indig- 
nantly denying any connection 
between the coup rumours and 
his desire to attract attention to 
his new Abend-Presse, Molden 
said: “If this story is true—and 
considering our sources, the pos- 
sibility seems extremely strong 
-- jit is obviously the biggest 
story of the year.” 

As for the U.S. wire services, 
AP general manager Frank Star- 
ze] defended his agency's action, 
pointing out that AP had made 
exhaustive checking efforts and 
had labeled it as completely un- 
supported, Starzel said: “You 
logk sort of foolish not carrying 
a story on the wire when a ru- 
mour is as widespread and mov- 
ing in such high circles as this 
one was.” 

But as the flurry of excite- 
ment subsided — and K shewed 
up in Moscow, clearly as much 
in command as ever — UPI was 
taking bows for its caution. —~

Farmer Strikes 
“Parsnip Gold’ 


One Canadian prairie. farmer 
who became tired of growing 
surplus grain now has his en- 
tire countryside talking about 
the way he struck it rich seek- 
ing a partial escape from the 
glut of wheat. 

Trying a crop foreign to the 
dry-land Munson district south- 
east of Red Deer, Alta, W. KE. 
Williams is cashing in on it to the 
tune of approximately $2,000 an 
acre, 


And his only regret is that he 
devoted but seven acres to the 
outlandish pursuit, of raising 
parsnip seed. The crop was no 
more work nor trouble to him 
than his regular grain opera- 
tions, which this year returned 
between $30 and $38 an acre. 


Early last year, in casting 
about for something else to grow 
besides more surplus wheat, Mr, 
Williams decided to give a whirl 
to some crop that no one else 
in those parts was raising on a 
commercial scale. And he struck 
upon parsnip seed. 

With more hope than confi- 
dence, he planted the crop to a 
seven-acre plot of his rich loam 
soil in rows 21 inches apart with 
a common grain-seeding outfit. 
He left the vegetable crop in the 
ground over the winter, and this 
year it attracted much attention 
as its foliage grew to a height 
of around 30 inches and present- 
éd a strange sight, states a writer 
in the Christian Science Monitor. 


-Passers-by, not accustomed to 
seeing a parsnip seed crop, could 
not identify it as any grain or 
forage crop. Many dismissed the 
plot of ground as “just having 
gone to weeds.” 


But when harvest time came 
along this fall, it set the cash 
register clanking for Mr. Wil- 
liams — even though there was 
no proper equipment in the ter- 
ritory for garnering the parti- 
cular crop. Mr, Williams went 
right ahead and harvested the 
crop with his ordinary wheat 
swather and combine, hoping he 
would obtain a good recovery of 


| seed, 
The harvest gave him more 
than 7,000 pounds of cleaned

parsnip seed, And then came an 
even more fabulous surprise for 
the happy farmer as he learned 
the price for this seed ranged 
from 1,49 to $2.25 a pound. 

As a result of his pleasant ex- 
perience in seeking some escape 
from . growing more surplus 
wheat, many other farmers on 
the Canadian prairies now are 
entertaining plans of producing 
parsnip seed,

Once again the loud and voci- 
@erous riot of fall foliage has 
d@egenerated into the dum-dum 
ef leaden hail at the portals, and 
the sporadic explosions of a 
@windling Gettysburg. ‘Tis the 
geason of the Noble Nimrod, as 
fhe columnists phrase 
#, and I have mingled feelings. 

Well, when you've grown up 
around the old farm, you speak 
fhe language of the region. I 
have honestly pondered about 
“posting” the place, but I doubt 
#f I shall. In the first place, it 
doesn’t \\ work. The evidence is 
atrong that no hunter, yet, ever. 
knew how to read, Some of them 
appear to have very little eye- 
aight at all, but an . amazing 
ability to look up and think they 
eee something, whereupon they 
ehoot your “Keep Out” sign full 
of holes with astounding accur- 
acy. Those who can read, and 
feel some obligation to pay at- 
tention, immediately refer to you 
as a bounder, and worse, and 
expound some vague philosophy 
that ownership entails a noblesse 
oblige to share. 

This happens to be sort of so. 
The game, if any, belongs to the 
people of Maine, and doesn’t go 
with the land. A field that hasn't 
had a rabbit on it in 35 years 
remains at the option of the pub- 
lic, who may come at any time 
to see if one has returned. Un- 
less, of course, the owner has 


complied with certain statutory 


demands, andjhas “posted” his 
Jand. After he has done this, 
there exists a public problem 
known as “access,” and the 
sporting journals urge that. ac- 
tion be taken. 

I try to keep an open mind, 


-fpecause our state does have a 


public policy of wildlife pursuit. 
We are, so to speak, in that busi- 
mess. If a gentleman cares to 
tour up here from yonder and 
buy a license, which’entitles him 
to shoot at my corncrib, I am 
supposed to cheer and consider 
his.presence a boost to our gen- 
eral economy. 

Another thing, I find it hard 
#o forget that the old ancestor 
drew on this source of supply 
in his time, and survived be- 
cause of it. It took some years 
to get trees felled and burned, 
land smoothed off, and gardens 
planted and harvested. His do- 
mestic animals were few for a 
Jong time. But the five mouths 
he had to feed, a number that 
increased as he went along, were 
favoured by the wilderness food 
that was here. He not only went 
a-shooting, but he set traps and 

And this wasn't actually 

long ago. He.was in the pas- 
senger pigeon era, when flocks 
of these birds came scaling in 


‘so they clouded the sun, Today, 


with proper American hindsight, 
we lament the end of this spec- 
tacular bird. 

But just as I feel there must 
have been some latent intelli- 
gence in those people who pio- 
neered for us, I find the modern 
hunter lacks same. I cranked the 
¢ractor the other day and went 
up to haul another load of wood 
for the boys, completing our fall 
preparations for next spring's 
work in the sugar bush.. When 
we got to the sugar house, we 
found some agile-witted hunter 
had sent a shotgun blast through 
the door. The door is just bat- 
ten-type, pine boards painted 
red, and is entirely a weather 
matter. The place isn’t locked, 
mever is, and the curious may 
always step in. Some hunter, 
wandering along, had merely 
arrived opposite the door, lifted 
his shotgun, and had pulled the 
trigger. The pellets pockmarked 
the outside generously, but on 
the inside they ripped away 
splinters and stirred up quite a 
reaction. 

This was done, | suppose, by 
somebody who would consider 
me unkind if I put up signs say- 
ing “Keep Out”! It is the sort of 
thing you don't see described in 
the outdoor magazines when they

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and we got friendly over this 
maple sap idea.

Youthful Days 
Of Robbie Burns 


In the years at Lochlea at the 
end of uneventful days marked 
merely by the slow and punctu- 
al coming of seedtime and har- 
vest, the onrush of virile youth 
bursts asunder the bonds of cir- 
cumstance. When twilight has 
fallen fairly over the lea, Robert 
Burns goes aroving, it matters 
not how laborious his days, or 
how early his mornings. Distance 
and time are forgotten... . Oh 
an April night young farmer 
Burns got one of his sisters to 
stitch together some pages of 
coarse paper for the purpose 
of jotting {for memoranda, but 
poet Burns\had started the first 
page thus — “It might be of 
some interest to a curious ob- 
server of human nature to see 
hov' a ploughman thjnks and 
feels.” 

In the evenings when the day’s 
work is over he: and Gilbert go 
to Tarbolton. 


“A little village of thatched 
roofed cottages with the click- 
clack of a weaver’s shuttle 
sounding on a summer’s evening 
through the wide open doors. On 
the dusty white road, barefooted 
children play. Old men hobble 
out to sit on the cool boulder 
stones by the door cheek. 
Women gossip in the doorways 
dandling their babies, and turn 
to look after the retreating 
form of-the infrequent visitor. 
., .’ This is the Tarbolton of a 
hundred years ago depicted in 
the Kilmarnock Standard of 1897 
by one Helen Steven. 


It is the village as Burns 
knew it yet another hundred 
years back, for time stood almost 
still between the 18th and 19th 
centuries. .. . But now in 1770- 
80, Tarbolton is the Mecca of the 
rural youth and maidens of the 
parish, among whom is one Rob- 
ert Burns... . 

Apart from the pleasures in 
which he so assiduously joins 
with his rustic companions, he 
has ay inner life of joy, all his 
own. As evidence, there is that 
slim book he has just started to 
write, stowed away in a drawer 
at Lochlea. Even when amongst 
them at the dance he js lured 
softly on his destined path with 
thoughts which are the harbin- 
gers of the first lyric fated to 
mark him for immortality. . 

He is beginning to be recog- 


‘nized as the Rhymer, and trans- 


cripts of his verses, laboriously 
copied out by. his admirers, are 
being passed from hand to hand, 
and recited by his cronies .. . by 
the smithy fires, and even at the 
corners of the street on market 
and fair days. He speedily be- 
comes identified with the life 
of the village and countryside. 
He has a tongue in his head, 
young Burns, he is keen on ar- 
gument, and likes to hear him-~ 


self speaking and those 
rhymes of his! The gossiping 
women dandling the babies, and 
the old men sitting by the door- 
ways, look after the Rhymer 
when he passes and shake their 
heads. But’ the young folk all 


like him. He is their trusted con- 
fidant. — From “Poet's Pilgrim-

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BIG LITTLE BRITISHERS — Eight of Gr 
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Farming Snakes 
And Alligators 


Mention of a farm conjures 
up visions of cows, sheep and 
hens — except in the United 
States where some farms are 
used for the rearing of alliga- 
tors ! 

Alligator farms have flourish- 


ed in the U.S. since the begin- 


ning of the century because al- 
ligator skins are in great de- 
mand by manufacturers of all 
kinds of high-class leather goods. 
There is also a considerable 
trade in live specimens. Pet al- 
ligators have become quite the 
fashion. 

Although the alligator is an 
American reptile, farming them 
was originated by an English- 
man, Mr. H. Il. Campbell. Right 
up to the end of the last cen- 
tury huge numbers of alligators 
were killed every year by 
sportsmen and farmers. They 
were regarded as a major pest 
because of their frequent raids 
on cattle. 

In the latter years of the 
century as many as 300,000 alli- 
gators were killed annually ‘in 
Florida alone, and similar num- 
bers were killed in several other 
states, 

Campbell was a well-known 
guide for sportsmen anxious to 
have a crack at alligator hunt- 
ing. He was known as Alligator 
Joe. He realized that constant 
hunting was taking such a toll 
that the creatures were facing 
extermination. So he started the 
world’s first alligator farm to 
rear them in captivity. 

He chose a site on the banks 
of a small mountain stream in 
Arkansas, at a point where the 
stream formed a number of 
small ponds. These were fenced 


‘off, each with a portion of the 


adjoining land, to form a series 
of separate pens. He ‘knew that 
only alligators of about the same 
size - could be kept together. 

Stocking the farm was not a 
difficult matter. Some he caught 
for himself, but the majority 
were supplied by other hunters, 
who’ were keen to help when 
they learned that a live adult 
was worth more than they could 
get for its skin. Eggs, too, he was 
ready to buy — for they are 
easy to hatch and supplemented 
those laid by his own captive 
specimens. 

Once, having found a_ nest 
with thirty éggs during a hunt- 
ing expeditioh, Campbell left 
them in a box in the bedroom 
of his hotel while he went off 
on safari for several days. When 
he returned he found his hotel 
room crawling with baby alli- 
gators. No one in the hotel had 
dared go in and pick them up! 

For most of the year alliga- 
tors are not dangerous and 
Campbell was able to to walk 
about quite freely among his 
thousand or so specimens, keep- 
ing a wary eye on the one or 
two larger individuals known to 
be bad-tempered. During the 
breeding season, however, great 
care has to be taken to keep 
out of the way of the adult 
males. They become very fierce. 

Having laid their eggs, the fe- 
males can turn nasty. They build 
a nest of dried twigs, reeds, 
weeds .and mud, and deposit 
their thirty to sixty eggs inside 
it. 

Although a devoted mother 
during the incubation period, the 
female alligator’s maternal in- 
stinct forsakes her the moment 
her offspring hatch. As soon as 
che has seen them emerge from 
the nest she loses all further 
interest in them, leaving them 
to fend for themselves. 

One problem Campbell had to 
olve was that of hibernation. 
In their natural state alligators 
burrow into the mud in winter, 
during which time they neither 
feed nor grow. As an alligator’s 
value is proportiona. to its size, 
Campbell wanted them to grow 
as fast as possible. So he pro- 
vided warmed indoor quarters 
with heated pools, to which all 
his stock was transferred in the 
autumn.

Bankers, Lawyers, 
Fall For Swindles 


The U.S. Justice’ Department 
finds that most people are not 
so smart as they think they are. 

At least, that would be the 
assumption from the number of 
intelligent businessmen, bank- 
ers, teachers, lawyers, doctors, 
and professional people who fall 
victims to swindlers every year. 

The department has reason to 
believe that between $150,000,- 
000 and $175,000,000 annually is 
dropped to swindlers of various 
kinds. 

This does not mean that these 
losers are necessarily stupid. peo- 
ple who wouldn't detect a plug- 
ged nickel if they saw one. In- 
deed, it has been found that the 
confidence man is much more 
likely to seek out a victim of 
reasonable. intelligence his 
line of reasoning being that such 
a person will readily grasp the 
“possibilities”. of his little ven- 
ture. 

For this reason it is more dif- 
ficult to track down the swind- 
ler, since many of his victims re- 
fuse to report the crime. This 
silence comes from no desire to 
protect the guilty, but because 
of the victim’s shame at having 
been tricked, or his fear of dam- 
aging his reputation as a man 
of reliable judgment. 

Confidence men tell the story 
of a steel executive who was 
swindled out of $700,000, but re- 
fused to disclose his loss for fear 
of losing the trust of his board 
of directors. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Malcolm R. Wilkey says there 
are many in this same category. 
A retired official of one of the 
nation’s largest corporations, he 
states, is reported to have been 
taken for $45,000 in a swindle. 
The Justice Department is help- 
less in such cases where there 
is no charge on which to pro- 
ceed,

But Assistant Attorney Gener- 
al Wilkey, speaking before a 
conference of law officials re- 
cently, told of one case where 
the worm turned. It happened in 
1919 when a prominent Texan, 
by the name of Frank Norfleet, 
swindled out of $45,000, not only 
tracked. down the criminal, but 
ended up by writing a book 
about it all. 

The. devices of the swindler 
are simple, and many of them 
timeworn. Some of the older 
ones are the “goldbrick scheme,” 
the “green goods swindle,” and 
the “Spanish swindle.” 

It seems incredible that any- 
one would fall for a goldbrick 
story, but according to informa- 
tion reaching the Justice Depart- 
ment, several Texas bankers did 
just that, as late as 1939, for a - 
loss of $300,000, writes Josephine 
Ripley in the Christian Science 
Monitor. : 

The “green goods swindle,” as 
one might suspect, has to do 
with counterfeit money. But it is 
palmed off as money produced 
from a die stolen from the 
Treasury of the United States. 

“The Spanish swindle” is bas- 
ed on the fiction of a wealthy 
man jailed in Mexico who is 
willing to share his fortune with 
anyone who will put up money 
to bribe his jailers and obtain 
his release. 

A common swindle today is 
that which goes under the title 
of the “boiler raom.” This is the 
place from which confidence 
men operate either stock or 
horse racing confidence swindles. 
The term is derived from the 
scene of such operations — gen- 
erally a loft in a large building. 
Here salesmen peddle millions 

of dollars’ worth of worthless 
stock by telephone. 

For reply, the department. has 
this advice: “just say to the 
would-be salesman, ‘give me the 
name of your stock, the address 
of your firm, and your name and 
telephone number so that I can 


discuss this matter with my 
broker or banker.’” 
You .will be surprised, say 


these officials, how fast the 
caller will terminate the conver- 
sation, 

A recent development particu- 
larly distressing to the Justice 
Department is that involving 
schemes aimed not at bilking 
the rich, but the poor. These in- 
clude the sale of vending ma- 
chines by promising grossly ex- 
aggerated profits, and the sale 
of home-type knitting machines 
by holding out the false pros- 
pect of substantial returns from 
sales of home-produced knitted 
goods. 


Another: scheme is promoted 
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through an advertisement in lo- 
cal papers suggesting possible 
earnings of $100-a month, if’ the 
reader sends one dollar for “in- 
structions and information.” 
This brings only ‘a mimeograph- 
ed sheet advising the inquirer to 
seek envelope - addressing em- 
ployment by soliciting firms in 
their own community. : 

The Justice Department also is 
disturbed over the “advance fee” 
racket. salesmen who prey on 
owners of commercial properties, 
farms, and even homes, promis- 
ing fast sales at unrealistic prices 
through a. far-flung, so-called 
coast to coast service. 

They exact advance fees of 
several hundred dollars in re- 
turn for a trickily worded writ- 
ten contract which promises only 
to advertise the property, not to 
sell. 

The Justice Department is 
eager to\ publicize the “not. so 
gentle art of swindling,” as As- 
sistant Attorney General Wilkey” 
puts, so that the public may be 
warned’ of the various guises 
tinder which these rackets flour- 
ish. People then would be in a 
better position to cooperate with 
the authorities in exposing these 
latter-day racketeers.

In fact, 
by charging two cents more for 
this convenience, they appear to 
agree with me. 

In today’s package deal every- 
thing seems to be six of one and 
half a dozen of the other. This 
is largely because olf what is 
called the cluster pack.

This is akin to 
buying a piano because someone 
has given you a bench. 


A variant is the combination 


offer. You can buy dental cream 
with a roll of aluminum foil 
riding piggyback. This intriguing 
example of what the trade calls 
“related selling” is one where the 
relation eludes me. Apparently 
an aluminum-foil. man and a 
dental-cream man fell to talk- 
ing one day with a packaging 
engineer whose business was 
siow at the time. 


I remember an ad run by a 
company that makes packaging 
materials. It showed a picture 
of an egg and called it “the per- 
fect package.” Some restless pio- 
neer of packaging apparently 
disagreed because now I learn 
that this perfect package has 
been improved. In some fields, 
they shell eggs and pour them, 
yokes and all, into little square 
plastic pillows which, it may be 
presumed, have an easy-to-open 
tab. ; 

The thought of square eggs 
unnerves me. If my supermarket 
attempts to foist this ultimate 
triumph of technology on me, 
I'll be tempted to start a coun- 
ter-revolution. I might just set 
up as an Old-fashioned grocer

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A Soviet Dream Of 


Warming The IceCap 


About a year ago a Soviet 
scientist-engineer, P. M. Borisov 
(no other. identification given), 
writing in the “Literaturnaya 
Gazeta,” proposed a grandiose 
project: A 55-mile dam across 
the Bering Strait combined with 
“pumps of tremendous power” 
that would pump cold water out 
of the Arcfic Ocean and bring 
an influx of warm Atlantic 
waters from the Gulf Stream 
that would melt the Arctic ice- 
cap and turn the area into a 
habitable region. . 


This dream obviously made 
pikers of those who only want to 
dam the Nile, harness the Yang- 
tze, or water the ara Desert. 
“Comrade Borisov did not go into 


the cost of the project, the time . 


it would take to make the Arctic 
comparable. to the Mediterran- 
ean for climate, flora, fauna, etc. 
But he did get a respectful 
hearing not only in the Soviet 
press, but in American scientific 
circles and government offices as 
well. For the United States has 


an interest in the Bering Strait 


and in any climatic changes that 
might occur from damming it 
and eliminating the Arctic ice- 
cap. 

He also stirred up a number 
of Soviet scientists and fellow 
engineers, who have now con- 
cluded that brother Borisov’s 
dream is as dangerous as it. is 
grandiose. Their kindest com- 
ments are that the effects of a 
dam across the Bering Strait 
would be “catastrophic,” would 
“inflict irreparable harm to the 
earth’s environment.” 

Another Soviet scientist-engi- 
neer, D. A. Drogaytsev (no other 
identification given),. has now 


* torn into Comrade Borisov in a 


point-by-point rebuttal in eight 
pages’ in a recent issue of “Pri- 
roda.” 

First, asks critic Drogaytsev, 
would the warm waters from the 
Atlantic Gulf Stream (assuming 
they would replace the cold Arc- 
tie waters as these were being 
pumped out in the Pacific) melt 
the Arctic icecap? 

Not at all. Rather, says Com- 
rade Drogaytsev, “the creation of 
a current moving southward to- 
ward the Bering Sea and Strait 
as a result of the powerful 
pumping operation would not 
only draw vast amounts of water 
‘southwards, it would also bring 
incalculable volumes of ice 


southward which, in an exceed-. 


ingly short time, would totally 
block the narrow strait from the 
surface of the sea to the very 
bottom of the strait”! 

What the scheme would actu- 
ally do then, argues Comrade 
Drogaytsev, is take the Arctic ice- 
cap off the Arctic Circle and dis- 
tribute it around the entire 
northern coast of Eurasia and 
North America, “blocking the 
coast and the mouths of the great 
rivers all year round”! This 
might make it better living at 
the North Pole (where no one 
lives), but it would make it 
dangerous if not impossible for 
the many who do live on the 
edge of the Arctic basin, driving 
them out of their homes. 

In Comrade Borisov’s article 
there were visions of the Soviet’s 
Siberian shores on the Arctic 
rivaling its Black Sea coasts for 
yacationlands and summer re- 
sorts, writes Neal Standford in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 

Unadulterated fantasy, says 
Comrade Drogaytsev. Before 
talking about “any striking,ame- 
lioration of climate in the north- 
ern lands,” declares D. A. Dro- 
gaytsev, let’s look at what would 
actually happen with the northern 
coast of Asia “blockaded by ice”: 
“The region would become cold- 
er in the summer, and the win- 
ters even more severe. Ice con- 
ditions in far eastern waters 
would worsen. And there would 
be catastrophic results for other 
parts of the Soviet Union, with 
winters colder and summers hot- 
ter and precipitation dropping 
off. The arid zone of subtropical 
deserts of North Africa, Central 
Asia, and the Gobi would move 
to the north.” Is that what you 
want, Comrade Borisov? suggests 
Comrade Drogaytsev rhetorically 
in his peroration, 

There has not been time, yet, 
for Comrade Borisov to reply to 
this denunciation of his pet pro- 
ject for remaking the Arctic. 
Perhaps in another six months 
he will return to the battle. But 
until then Washington -officials 
and scientists are not only fas- 
cinated by the furious intramur- 


al debate generated over this 
proposal to dam_ the Jering 
Strait, but they modestly -won- 
det if and when Moscow will get 


around to raising the issue diplo- 
matically: for on United States 
maps, at least, Alaska sits on one 
side of Bering Strait

Who was to know that the 
strange village lad was one day 
to become a figure of desiny? 

It was true the boy was a lit- 
tle wild. Some said he was too 
fond of kissing the girls. Well, 
what country boy wasn't when 
spring covered the Russian 
steppes with greenery and the 
gipsy caravans wandered am- 
ong the valleys? 


There were rumours that the 
lad had magic powers, evil pow- 
ers. Others told how he cured a 
child of fever; or of the old 
woman who, bedridden for 
years, had through his prayers 
walked to church on Easter Day 


end blessed him as a messenger. 


¥rom God. 


What was it that made him ™ 


a saint to some, a devil incar- 
nate to others? Was he a vil- 
lage fool or an inspired dipio- 
mat who almost saved Russia 
from revolution? 


Grigori -Yefinovitch — later to 
become notorious as Rasputin, 
“the mad monk” — was born 
in a small village in the Tartar 
district of Russia in the middle 
years of the nineteenth century. 
He was a lot brighter than his 
fellows, and had learned to read 
and write, an achievement for 
any working-class boy in those 
days. i 

When young Grigori was only 
seventeen his father died and 
he became a carrier, driving the 
mail vans. He was twice charged 
with minor crimes but was never 
convicted, and eventually, after 


«meeting a wandering holy man 


on the roads, went to live in a 
monastery tucked away in the 
Asian mountains. 

Grigori Yefinovitch entered the 
cloister a riotous ne’er-do-well 
and emerged a miracle-worker 
who soon became the storm 


‘centre of hatred and affection 


in his native village. 


There were tales of miracu- 
lous cures; there were also ru- 
mours of drunken orgies and 
wenching parties. 


Meanwhile, hundreds of miles 
away, in the gay and turbulent 
city of St. Petersburg (now Len- 
ingrad), the Tsar of all the Rus- 
gias was living surrounded by 
a scheming and plotting and de- 
eadent court. 


The Tsar was well intentioned 
but weak; his wife, a hysterical 
woman, surrounded herself by 
fortune tellers and. charlatans 
who traded on her possessive love 
for her son, the Tsarewitch, who 
pufiered from an incurable dis- 
ence, 

It was into this situation, al- 
ready fraught with danger, that 
Grigori was thrust when one 
crowd of schemers seeking to 
out another brought him to St.

The blood disease from which 
the young Crown Prince suf- 
fered was haemophilia. The least 
ecratch could bring death since 
no way had been found to stop 
the bleeding. 


One day the worst happened. 
A fall in the royal gardens led 
to internal bleeding and within 
a few hours the boy was dying. 

The doctors could do nothing. 
The miracle workers at the 
Court had failed. Then Anna, the 
Grand Duchess, whispered the 
magic name of Grigori into the 
Tsarina’s ear. 


“Let him be fetched at once,” 
the Tsarina demanded. They 
found the man a little drunk 
and certainly very hilarious, in 
the midst of an orgy. In the holy 
name of the Tsar they ordered 
that he accompany them to the 
bedside of the dying Prince. 


A startling change came over 
the company. The gypsy violins 
became silent; the dancers ceas- 
ed their wild gyrations; the mad 
monk, as he is now known star- 
ed with dark luminous eyes into 
the faces of his visitors. 


“The boy will live. I, Ras- 
putin, have willed it!” With 
these words he followed them to 
the royal palace. 


No one knows whether Ras- 
putin was a hypnotist, a holy 
man, or an unscrupulous black- 
guard seeking and finding 
strange power. All that is re- 
corded 
ment he uttered these words, 
the boy rallied and soon recov- 
ered from an illness his doc- 
tors had diagnosed as fatal. 


This incident set the pattern 
for all that was to follow. Mir- 
acle ‘followed miracle and the 
peasant boy from Siberia soon 
became the virtual ruler of Rus- 
sia. 

Many 


sought to overthrow 


him, in fact twice they succeed-~ 


yed in persuading the Tsar to ex- 

pel him from the Court, but 
each time the sudden illness of 
the Crown Prince led to panic, 
Rasputin’s immediate recall and 
the Crown Prince's immediate 
recovery. 


Another illustration of Raspu- 
tin’s strange powers occurred 
when Anna, the Grand Duchess, 
who had plotted against him, was 
badly injured in a train smash, 
She lay unconscious, life was 
slowly ebbing away, as Rasputin 
gazed at her and commanded 
her recovery. Once more, in spite 
of doctors predicting death, she 
lived. 


The Tsarina stood by her 
friend’s bedside and saw this 
happen. Seizing Rasputin’s hand 
she covered it with kisses. He 
looked at her,’ then called out in 
a loud voice for all to hear: 
“While I am alive and with you, 
all is well, but if I die your son 
will die, your throne will totter 
and Russia as we know it will 
cease to be”. 


The climax came swifter ‘than 
any had anticipated. Rasputin’s 
power exceeded that of any 
statesman in Europe or Asia. 
His word was law and the Tsar- 
ina saw him as almost the em- 
bodiment of divinity itself. His 


\enemies grew in numbers and 
rength and then came the fatal 


1915. 


Army leaders, diplomats and 
members of the Russian aristoc- 
racy worked out a skilful plot to 
poison Rasputin. Prince Yussa- 
pov, scion of the Royal House, 
posing as Rasputin’s friend, was 
to be the assassin. But, alter 
drinking enough poison to kill 
ten men, Rasputin was. still 
alive!’His assassin.then felled the 
monk with a round of revolver 
shots. 


Half an hour later, 
rose to his feet and struggled 
to escape from the basement 
room in the Prince's palace to 
which he had been lured. 


At sight of the man he had be 
lieved to be dead, the Prince 
panicked and, alter further 
shots, finished off his victim with 
a rubber truncheon. He then 
pushed the body through a hole 
on the ice-covered river. 

But the scheme failed. Kas- 
putin’s body was found a few 
days later. His assassin was ban- 
ished from: court’ and kept a 
prisoner On his country estate. 
Rasputin was given a state fun- 
eral by the Tsar that was the 
last word in magnificence. 

Rasputin was dead and sovn 
the Crown Prince was to die and 
his parents, the Tsar and Tsarina, 
were to be massacred by the 
butchers of the Revolution. He, 
Rasputin, had foretold it all. 

Was he a madman - pursuing 
power, or a man of wisdom who 
tried to save Russia from the 
Revolution that engulfed her?

Even 
as far back as 30 years ago, far- 
mers living within a radius of 
50 miles of Toronto, and who 
kept poultry as a sideline, would 
think something was amiss if 
they did not get a call 
Moses Zener several times dur- 
ing the year. Mr. ‘Zener was a 
gentleman of the Jewish taith 
who bought and sold live poul- 
try —-and I do mean gentleman.

or less governed by advertising 
that is, by supermarket week- 
end specials. What I would like 
to know: is why all chain stores 
offer the same “specials” on the 
same days. What-one has to offer 
the others have too, whether it’s 
beef, lamb, or poultry. So your 
week-end roast isn't always what 
you choose but what the stores 
want you to buy. Housewives 
with a deep freeze don’t have to 
worry but for small families 
without that luxury it’s a case of 
take what’s offered. If you have 
a freezing unit in your “frig” you 
can get around it keeping more 
than one kind of meat on hand 
-— but there is a limit to what a 
freezing unit will hold. 


What I would like to know is 
how this sameness in “specials” 
comes about. You find the same 
thing in department stores. Does 
each store and supermarket 
have its own secret agents or fs 
it a combine where each store 
agrees.on what shall be put on 
special for that day Or week?

Starlings To Blame 
For Tragedy ? 


Emilio and Ida Abate of Quin- 
cy, Mass., felt a little self-con- 
ceious. They were the onl¥ par- 
ents who went to Boston’s Logan 
Airport a few weeks ago to see 
their 18-year-old, son Frederick 
off to Marine Corps recruit 
training in Parris Island, 5.C. 
“We joked about it with Fred,” 
Mrs. Abate recalled later, 
“laughed about babying- him.” 


Fred and fourteen more re- 
cruits, along with 52 other pas- 
congers and a crew of five, 
ioarded Eastern Airlines Fligitt 
575, a sleek four-engine prop- 
jet Lockheed Electra bound for 
Philadelphia, Charlotte, N.C, 
Greenville, §.C., and Atlanta, 
The airplane taxied out to Run- 
way 9 and, as the Abates wa‘c'i- 
ed from the airport observation 
deck, took off over Boston Har- 
bour at 5:48 p.m. Moments later, 
flame erupted in the port in- 
board engine and the plane slew- 
ed sharply to the left, nosed 
over and plummeted into 8 feet 
of cold and choppy water in 
Pleasant Park Channel. 


Rescuers swarmed to the 
scene in small boats from five 
yacht clubs that line the shore. 
Skin divers plunged into the 
muddy water, fast deepening 
with the incoming tide. They 
picked up oil-drenched and chill- 
ed survivors, some of them still 
strapped in their floating seats. 
Others they plucked fromthe 
sunken wreckage, burst to bits 
by the impact. The work con- 
tinued into the night under 
searchlights mounted on the 
beach. : 

Later, the rescuers rdn up the 
sad toll: Sixty-two dead and ten 
living. Fred Abate was not one 
of the three surviving Marines. 
Nor was there a surviving pilot 
to talk to Gen. Elwood R. Que- 
sada, the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministrator, who arrived early 
the next morning to see what 
had caused this fifth major crash 
involving the ill-starred Electra. 

The first discovery by FAA 
investigators was a number of 


dead starlings littering the sur- 


face of Runway 9. Then crews 
lifting the wreckage out of the 
muck found bits of feathers still 
sticking to parts of the plane. 
The bodies of the birds were 
dispatched to Harvard, where 
pathologists examined them to 
learn the cause of death. But 
even before their findings were 
reported, Quesada believed he 
knew the cause of the crash: 


“The Electra had flown directly 


into a flock of starlings, and the 
birds/had been sucked into the 
Electra’s. turbine engines, caus- 
ing the plane to lose power just 
as it took flight.

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PIRATES MARKSMAN 
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Bow To The Prince 
Or Land In Jail 1 


On a recent visit to his native 
India, Dom Moraes, poet and 
youngest Hawthornden Prize- 
winner, stayed at the palace of 
a Rana, one of the feudal lords 
who had life-and-death power 
over their subjects until 1951. 


“All the corridors,” he writes, 
“were hung with framed illus- 


trations from magazines, alter- 
nating with the heads of assas- 
sinated tigers, and photographs 
of dead Ranas, tiger-whiskered, 
soulful-eyed and clutching jewel- 
led swords.” 


On one occasion Moraes was 
sitting with a friend waiting to 
be received by his host. An en- 
ormous Himalayan bear crouch- 
ed next to the sofa, He assumed 
it was stuffed — until it snarled 
at him, rose and shambled out 
through the door! 


All over Khatmandu, he says, 
Ranas, originally Indian prince- 
lings, built fantastic palaces 
where they lived surrounded by 
women they had abducted from 
their families. When a Rana 
passed, any citizen who failed to 
do obeisance till he was out of 
sight was flung into jail. 


As late as 1942 the chief Rana 
would ride an elephant through 
the streets every month, while 
the women stood outside their 
houses. Whichever of them took 
his fancy were at once seized by 
soldiers and taken to his harem. 
Any husbands or. fathers _.who 
protested were jailed. Halembu, 
a mountain village renowned for 
its beautiful women, was raided 
and every woman taken off to 
the harems. 


One of the Rana’s sons told 
Moraes that his father wanted 
to send him to Eton, To finance 
the trip they had to go to the 
family head, the grandfather, 
who flew into a rage and said: 


“No grandson of mine will be 
permitted to defile himself by 
crossing the black waters to 
England. But I will be reason- 
able. If you like, you may hire 
all the masters from Eton and 
bring them’ here.” : 


Later, the grandfather fell ill. 
A British surgeon was fetched 
from India. He found that the 
palace was on top of an unroad- 
ed hill and wondered how on 
earth he ‘could get his equip- 
ment up. That night he slept in 
a tent at the foot of the hill — 
and awoke next morning to find 
a road leading from his tent 
door to the palace gate. It had 
been built in six hours by slave- 
gang relays working through the 
night!

Backward Look 


At A Boy Killer 


His fellow school kids used to 
eall him “Bantam Red Head” 
when he longed to be “Dead Eye 


Charlie." He walked with a 
swagger that gave his short, 
bowed legs an exaggerated 


eurve. His head hung low; he 
kept his eyes on the ground.. He 
had no money, few friends, no 
regular job. 


On Dec. 1, 1957, this 19-year- 
eld boy, Charles Starkweather of 
Lincoln, Neb., killed Robert Col- 
wert, a  gas-station attendant. 
Fifty days later, Starkweather 
and his 14-year-old girl friend, 
Caril Ann Fugate, set out on a 
murderous trail from Lincoln to 
Douglas, Wyo., that lasted eight 
days and left ten other persons 
dead. For his shocking crimes, 
Starkweather was executed on 
June 25, 1959. ‘Caril Fugate was 
sentenced to life in the Nebraska 
Women’s Reformatory. 


In the past three years, psy- 
ehiatrisis and crime experts 
have tried to probe the secrets 
beneath Starkweather’s behavi- 
or. The latest is Dr. James Mel- 
vin Reinhardt, criminblogy pro- 
fessor at the University of Nebr- 
aska, who spent 30 hours inter- 
viewing Starkweather in the 
penitentiary before and after his 
trial. His bock, published last 
month, “The Murderous Trail of 
Charles Starkweather,’ is the 
most perceptive report on the 
strange nature of this young 
echain-killer. 


“Charles Starkweather. was no 
ordinary criminal,” writes Dr. 
Reinhardt. “He did not inherit 
the murderous pattern that cast 
a horrible shadow over his own 
family, and those of his innocent 
victims. He belonged to no hood- 
lum gangs; he was not a sex 
maniac, he had no court record. 
Yet before he was 20, he had 
murdered eleven people.” 


The youth's trouble began on 
his first day 4t school, the crim- 
inologist reports. In Stark- 
weather's own words: “The kids 
picked on me... they made fun 
of my bowed legs and my speech 
(he stammered) ... This brought 
on a bad mood. I would just sit 
motionless, in one place, in a 


gloomy manner. I built up a 
hatred as hard as iron.” 
When Starkweathe: quit 


achool on finishing the ninth 
grade, “his sickening discontent 
had spread,” writes Dr. Rein- 
hardt. “His ego was defeated and 
empty; he imagined himself re- 
jected by <‘ociety. Life was 
worthless.” 

Apparently itenever occurred 
to the forlorn lad that “he might 
attain position and power by 
honest toil.” He showed artistic 
talent. Reinhardt writes. “But

only while awaiting execution, 
did he work on his drawings” 


Young Starkweather had one 
real tdlent, the. criminologist 
points out. He could use a gun. 
Here was his ego’s answer to his 
gnawing sense of failure. “I love 
guns,” he told Reinhardt. “They 
give me a feeling of power that 
nothing else can match.” 


When he first began to play 
with a gun, Charles said, he had 
no intention of becoming a mass 
killer. Nevertheless, he spent 
hours re-enacting in his imagina- 
tion killings he had seen in 
movies and on TV: he drew the 
gun against the reflection of him- 
self in the mirror. 


“All the time, Charles’ imag- 
ination was moving him into a 
position of real murder. Imagin- 
ary people were prostrate at his 
feet to his intense satisfaction,” 
says Dr. Reinhardt. “The time 
came when his inner ego de- 
mands could no longer be con- 
tained in a world of fantasy.” 


‘Then Caril Ann Fugate, a pert 
teenager, came into his life. “I 
felt better after being with 
Caril; I belonged to someone, I 
never met a 14-year-old girl who 


knowed so much; she could talk . 


like a grown-up woman. 


“We had to be together,” the 
young killer told Dr. Reinhardt. 
“I wanted to take her far away.” 
The need for money for the trip 
drove Starkweather to his first 


murder. The 50 days between the © 


filling-station killing and the 
first day of the chain-murders 
was a restless, impatient inter- 
lude. “Everything was closing in 
on Caril and me; she was having 
toruble at home. Everyone was 
against us; so we had to shoot 
our way out.” 


~In the next week, driving a 
succession of stolen cars, the 
youthful murderer killed Caril’s 
mother, stepfather, and baby 
half-sister, along with a farmer, 
a Lincoln businessman, his wife 
and. their maid, a_ teen-age 
couple, and a salesman. When his 
gun was empty, and Wyoming 
police officers held Starkweather 
fast, he could only say: “These 
people got in our way. So I had 
to kill them all.” 


Phsychologists called Charles 
Starkweather legally and men- 
tally sane. In this opinion, Dr. 
Reinhardt does not wholly agree. 
“His consuming hatred and mor- 
bid suspicions were not faked,” 
he said. Much of his habitual be- 
havior in sessions with me, was 
definitely paranoiac.” 


During the interviews Rein- 
hardt saw not a single sign of re- 
morse in the young killer, “Why 
did this happen to me?” he de- 
manded. “Why couldn’t I find the 
life I heard people talk about? 
I haven’t eaten in a high-class 
restaurant; I never seen the New 
York Yankees play; I’ve never 
been to Los Angeles.” He shryg- 
ged: “It doesn’t matter .. I 
guess I never knowed about hap- 
piness no how.” 

When arrested in Wyoming, 
Charles Starkweather wrote to 
his father: “Dad, I am not sorry 
for what I did, cause for the 
first time me and Caril had more 
fuh.... All we wanted to do was 
to get away together...”

“A squeeze of lemon juice” is 
one of the world’s oldest season- 
ing secrets. It’s as good on red 
meats and fowl as on fish and 
seafood. Fruits, leafy greens, 
green beans, asparagus, toma- 
toes and a great variety of soups 
often need just a sprinkling of 
lemon to spark a bright new fla- 
vor. At the same time, lemon 
contributes lots of the ever-es- 
sential vitamin C. 


Lemon juice has lots of other 
kitchen uses, too. Well-known, 
of course, is the use of lemon 
juice to prevent the browning of 
peeled, uncooked peaches, apples, 
bananas, pears or avocados. Lem- 
on is also useful for keeping 
white vegetables — potatoes or 
cauliflower — from turning col- 
or. A half teaspoon of lemon to 
a pint of cooking water is about 
right for this.

One animal sure to draw the 
crowds at any zoo is the giant 
panda, the fanfastic bear-like 
animal with two beautiful black 
eyes and black knee-boots which 
make it look irresistibly comic 
and cuddly 

$35.000 is the price tag the 
London Zoo puts on its giant 
panda, Chi-Chi. But Chi-Chi is 
really priceless. Not because of 
box-office appeal and rarity, but 
because the Zoo may never get 
another. Giant pandas live in a 
«emall area of China and can be 
eaptured only by permission of 
the Peking government, who are 


turallyv reluctant to license the 


} 


ruption of the native name Ny- 
Ala Ponga, meaning bamboo- 
eating bear. In the early nine- 
teen-thirties, two more were 
shot. 


Could a giant panda be caught 
alive? An American collector set 
out to try, but while waiting in 
Shanghai for permission from 
the government, he died. His 
widow, in New. York, Ruth 
Harkness, determined to use the 
money he left in realizing his 
great ambition. She went out to 
China in 1935 and set out with 
a young Chinese explorer, Quen- 
tin Young. . 


For months they searched the 
bamboo forests between 7,000 
and 17,000 feet high which are 
the panda’s home. They saw 
nothing. Then one day’ they 
surprised a female giant panda 
in a tree. She made off. In the 
hollowed tree trunk, they found 
a baby panda. The mother did 
not return and Mrs. Harkness 
picked up the baby and nursed 
it: 


To make the baby feel it was 
being cuddled by its mother, 
Mrs. Harkness put on a fur coat 
when holding it. All the other 
clothes they had were sacrificed 
to keep the baby dry as they 
worked thelr way through rain- 
storms, for the baby’s fur was 
not yet thick enough to keep 
out the wet. 


On the way to the United 
States, Mrs. Harkness devoted 
herself entirely to the baby. 
When it was exhibited in Chi- 
cago, it made a fantastic hit. 
Apart from the crowds trying to 
get a glimpse, shop windows 
were crammed with panda toys 
and its amusing markings made 
it a natural for comic strip 
artists. 

Unfortunately the baby died 
from over-eating in 1938, but 
Mrs. Harkness went to China 
again and caught another which 
settled down. 

Giant pandas are not aggres- 
sive, but when full grown they 
may weigh 300 Ibs. — the size 
of a small lion — and have to 
be treated with great respect.

Plant Detects 
Earthquakes 


Earthquake “detectives’men 
whose job is the detection and 
recording of big and little 
earthquakes and tremors wher- 
ever they occur in the world — 
now believe that at least one 
million earth tremors of varying 
intensity take place every year. 

Fewer than 2,000 of these 
shocks have been detected an- 
nually up to now, however. So 
new detection equipment of 
higher-than-ever sensitivity has 
had to be evolved for thé use 
of seismologists. 

It is so good that they believe 
it will help them not only te 
record all the world’s earth- 
quakes but also to predict them 
and perhaps indicate their cause. 


This new hunt for earthquakes 
will be well under way this 
autumn. Three hundred stations 
all round \the world are already 
recording and interpreting 
earthquake data in a network 
that includes all the Iron Cur- 
tain countries — every contin- 
ent, in fact. It has just been dis~ 
covered that about 1,000. earth- 
quakes occurred in Chile in May, 
but seismologists have been un- 
able to‘identify more than fifty 
of them. ; 


It is now known that earth 
movements precede as well as 
follow earthquakes, Professor A. 
C. Lawson, of the University of 
California, has proved that the 
earth in the Bolinas region, 
California, moved as much 4s 
twenty-four feet before the big 
earthquakes of 1858 and 1906 
and that the movement was per- 
ceptible over a large area. 

The world’s two bad earth- 
quake spots today are: An area 
lying between the eastern Medi- 
terranean and the Western 
Himalayas; and an area lying 
around Japan and running 
through the mountain chains of 


. South America. 


Some people in these areas pin 
their’ faith not to the sensitive 
instruments of seismologists but 
to what is known as the earth- 
quake plant, the wild abrus. 
This plant is so ‘sensitive that 
it changes colour when an earth- 
quake is imminent. 


First man to study the abrus 
was an Austrian baron named 
Nowack who also claimed that 
it could predict thunderstorms. 
King Edward V was so inter- 
ested that he invited the baron 
to Britain to display the plant 
— with what result history has 
left unrecorded, ‘ 

Mr. Frank V. Jeffries reported 
in’ 1927 that his body recorded 
distant earthquake tremors. He 
said: “At certain periods during 
the past five years when earth- 
quakes have occurred I have felt 
tremblings, as it were, running 
through my whole body. The 
first experience I imagined to 
be a heart attack but I found 
my heart wes beating quite nor- 
mally, which increased my won- 
der. 

“It was a curious shaking as 
if someone were rocking. my 
bed from side to side yet out- 
wardly my body seemed free 
from any movement.” 


Later, he added, he found that . 


these tremblings always coincid- 
ed with earth -tremors in ae 


pan and elsewhere. 

“Very few men leave their 
footprints in the sands of time,” 
says a teacher.

Firefighting 
Grows Up-To-Date 


Not too many years ago, lite 
in the rural regions was cons- 
tantly fraught with the threat of 
fire. It still is, of course, but 
means and methods available 
once only to urban folks are 
mow pretty generally used. In- 
deed, a trained city fireman to- 
day would probably be most in- 
efficient if somebody suddenly 
asked him to put out a country 


blaze. 
I saw this happen once—a 
really big fire concentrated

the hinterland and was told to 
pump from a well. They might 
just as well have stayed at home. 
Their axes and shovels and men 
came in handy, but the engine 
wasn't rigged for our kind of 
fire. : 

Long ago a neighbor crawled 
to our place in a blizzard, be- 
cause we had a telephone, and 
said his chimney was on fire. 
We called, not the firehouse, but 
the telephone operator. The fire- 
house didn’t have a telephone 
either.

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come much less terrifying. The 
old method was to assemble as 
many’ men as possible with 
brooms and shovels, and to beat 
the flame; as best they could. 
Pails helred, but only if water 
was handy. There was a tech- 
nique known as “back-firing” 
which often proved as destruc- 
tive as the original blaze. You 
started a second fire in the path 
of the first, controlling its down- 
wind edge while it was small, 
and then when the two met they 
burned each other out. A shift 
in the wind could throw every- 
thing off and you were worse 
than before. 


Very little public praise comes 
for. the professional forest-fire 
fighter. But he has developed an 
orgsnized, efficient system which 
is more remarkable because of 
the wilderness areas in which he 
has to move. Maine’s woodlands 
—the biggest unbroken stretches 
left in the country—are watched 
all summer long by keen eyes in 
towers. Telephone lines connect 
them to other lookouts, and to 
base stations. Radio is on day 
and night. 

Just this summer, a vacation- 
ing couple were caught on a lake 
by a stiff, bitter wind. They 
went ashore to wait it out, and 
kindled a fire to dry their 
clothes and make a lunch. They 
were not on an “authorized 
campsite.” Fifteen miles away 

. on a mountain a forestry warden 

spotted their smoke instantly, 
telephoned to a camp on the lake 
and said, “Thirty yards south of 
Gunner’s Brook there’s smoke; 
will you investigate?” The camp 
owner jumped in his boat, pull- 
ed the string on his motor, and 
was at the spot just as the kin- 
dler stood up with the burnt 
match in his hand! 


It turned out all right, the in- 
“cident didn’t cause any trouble 
—but it shows how quickly and 
accurately the fire wardens can 
/ spot a blaze. So much less fre- 
quently nowadays, a woods fire 
will rage out of control A 
lightning strike will usually be 
subdued before it has gone many 
feet—by wardens coming with 
portable pumps by boat and 
truck over woods routes that 
they have  previousiy agreed 
upon. 

Just lately a woods fire burst 
up in “Township 17,” far up in 
the Maine wilderness. Needing 
help, the local wardens got it by 
radio, and a helicopter hovered 
to coordinate the attack, Bull- 
dozers are common in lumber 
operations now, and it was easy 
to converge several—not only to 
push. bush undergrowth and 
Btrip out ber-tors, but to cut 
roads so pumpers and tanks 
could get in., Any oil or gasoline 
transport, in an emergency, can 
become an auxiliary fire tank. 
A farmer’s spray tank on a trac- 
tor can get over fairly tough 
terrain with at least a couple 
hundred gallons of water. So it 
didn't take long to organize a 
defense against this blaze. 

But it was a dry time, and the 
rich compost of the woodlands 
gave the fire a chance to burn 
deep into the ground. Such a 
smoldering blaze can burst forth 
again after you think you've

licked it. 
\ighters was to contain the blaze 


as much an area as possibie, 
ahd then wait for rain. They 
did, and it rained a few nights 
later. : 

Meantime, the Great Northern 
Paper Company had moved in 
units of a portable lumber camp, 
and were feeding and housing 
100 men in relays. This savage, 
fearsome, uncontrolled fire thus 
turned out to involve merely a 
couple hundred acres or so, and 
in spite of its potential it will go 
into the records as a minor in- 
cident. It could have swept furi- 
ously across the whole northern 
end of the state, and 25 years 
ago it would have.—by John 
Gould in the Christian Science 
Mcnitor. 
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CHEMICAL PLANT EXPLOSION KILLS 11 — Clouds of smoke billow from giant Tennessee East- 
man chemical works at Kingsport, Tenn., after one of the plant's building was rocked by an 
explosion At least 11 persons were killed and two others were missing and presumed dead. 


An Indian botanist has hit 
upon a revolutionary and inex- 
pensive method of solving In- 
dia’s persistent food shortage. 

He asserts that soft music 
broadcast for a few hours daily 
to growing crops can increase 
their yield by as much as 100 
per cent. The shrill ringing of 
an electric bell can jerk the 
seeds to germinate faster just as 
that sound might jerk a person 
out of sleep. But an overdose 
will result in the plants wither- 
ing away.

These are the conclusions of 
Prof. T. C. N. Singh, head of the 
botany department of the An- 
namalai University, South India. 
The professor’s assertion is no 
idle boast. It is backed by 10 
years of intensive research On 
the reactions of a variety of 
plants to music and sound waves. 

Professor.Singh’s claim is also 
backed by agricultural officials 
of Pondicherry, the tiny French 
settlement (now part of India), 
on the east coast of South 
India. For the past two years, 
the Pondicherry administration 
experimented with Professor 
Singh’s technique to grow paddy 
and other crops at a state-owned 
farm. The results were astound- 
ing — the crop yield increased 
from 28 to 61 per cent and the 
yield of straw went up as much 
as 75 per cent. 


* ° * 


Professor Singh first got the 
idea of trying music to acceler- 
ate the growth of plants from 
reading Hindu epics and histori- 
cal records. The epics speak of 
the Hindu deity Krishna playing 
the flute in the Brindaban gar- 
dens, 70 miles south of Mysore 
(South India). As a result, the 
gardens blossomed. 

The Mogul poet, Tansen, so 
history narrates, had such a 
great mastery of music that he 
once sang an entire garden into 
bloom, before his eyes. 

a * * 

Peasants in many parts of 
India still observe the custom of 
harvest and sowing festivals 
when they sing and dance to the 
tune of music and drum beats 
amidst their fields. While the 
simple villagers have no idea of 
the significance of these festi- 
vals, the professor feels that 
their origin might in some way 
be connected with. the effect of 
music on the growth of plants. 

Soon after his appointment as 
head of the botany department 
of Annamalai University. Pro- 
fessor Singh took up his experi- 
ments in earnest. He filled his 
house and garden with potted 
plants and experimented with a 
variety of musical tunes to ob- 
servesthe plants’ reactions. First, 
he stérted with seeds. After a 


series of experiments he suc- 


ceeded in speeding up the ger- 


mination of seeds by “exciting 


them” with shrill sound waves. 
He sowed a variety of seeds in 
different beds — paddy, mustard, 
pea, coriander, and others 


A shrill-sounding electric bell, 


installed nearby, was then rung 

continuously for 30 minutes each 

day.

Professor Singh's next task 


was to find out how far music 
could accelerate the growth and 
yleld of the plants. He started 
with playing various Indian mu- 
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sical tunes to the seedlings. 
Overdose of music resulted in 
many plants withering. Plants 
bombarded with sound waves 
from different tunes’ remained 
unaffected as far as their growth 
was concerned. But if one par- 
ticular tune was played for a 
brief period each day, the plants 
responded rapidly through fast- 
er and healthier growth. Their 
yield also showed a proportion- 


_ ate increase.

The professor had to experi- 
ment with several tunes before 
hitting upon the right one suited 
to each plant. 

He calls this technique “musi- 
cal dosing” of the plants. “Dosed 
plants with the right type of 
music” became more lush and 
even changed structurally Thus 
Mimosa Pudica (sensitive plant) 
was found to grow twice as fast 
when it was serenaded with a 
GL alli AA Ne of soft vio- 


lin music continuously over a 


four-week period. The seeds 
sprouted in half the time if 
similar violin music was played 
nearby. . 


The most effective tunes in 
these experiments were Indian 
classical ones played on the flute, 
violin, and veena (Indian vio- 
lin). 


* * * 


The plants also reacted vigor- 
ously to dancing. The professor 
found that if a dancer performed 
an Indian classical dance, with 
its stamping, clanging, and 
rhythmical music, the plants’ 
growth pattern and yield in- 
creased in the same way as 
“musically excited” plants. 

Professor Singh made one of 
his students perform “Bharata 
Natyam”’—a particularly color- 


. ful and vigorous form of Indian 


classical dance—before a group 
of potted plants for 30 minutes 
a day for a few weeks. The re- 
sults were exceedingly gratify- 
ing, he said later, writes Sharokh 


Sabavala in The Christian 
Science Monitor. 
He later branched out into 
large-scale experiments under 


actual field conditions of his dis- 
covery. Loud-speakers were in- 
stalled at strategic points in 
growing fields of paddy and 
other crops and each day record- 
ed soft music was played to 
the plants in brief daily doses 
over a period of three to four 
weeks. As a result the plants 
grew faster and their yields 
showed an increase of 28 to 60 
per cent, compared to crops in 
neighboring fields. 
to co e 

Professor Singh explains the 
secret of his technique thus: 

The sound waves produced by 
musical vibrati ns bombard the 
plants’ cell walls. This disturb- 
ance tends to agitate the sensi- 
tive protoplasm and nucleus 
contained in the cells and causes 
them to react in ways that ac- 
celerate their normal and cus- 
tomary growth, 

+ ° ° 

The adoption of Professor 
Singh’s technique by the Pondi- 
cherry agricultural officials al- 
ready has proved successful, but 
Delhi’s agricultural experts are 
still rather skeptical. They have 
now invited the professor to 
come to Delhi and demonstrate 
the effectiveness of his method 
at the capital's Agricultural Re- 
search Institute, 

It will take another two years 
before the experiments in Delhi 


can be completed. Should they 
prove a success, Indians would 
have really hit upon a sure way 
of solving their food shortage. 
The government already has 
indicated that it would adopt 
the technique on a mass scale to 
increase the food yield, provided 
the Delhi experiments succeed. 

All that the government need 
do, apart from the normal sup- 
ply of chemical fertilizers, is to 
provide a village with a set of 
records of soft music and install 
a few loud-speakers at strategic 
points in the nearby fields. The 
peasants can easily play the 
music each day during the ger- 
mination and growth period of 
the crops and then wait for a 
bumper harvest.

ever attended school, Yet he had 
learned to read and write flu- 
ently, and heredity had blessed 
him with eloquence plus the will 
to live in harmony with convie- 
tions. “Methodist circuit-riders 
and Baptist lay preachers were 
organizing the massive frenzy of 
camp meetings in Missouri. A 
generation later, Alexander Ma- 
jors might have turned to the

studying it. 

So, in astonishing contrast to 
the frontier’s harshness, Majors 
ran his freighting enterprise 
with Calvinist discipline.

In the culinary world there 
are few creations as zealously 
enjoyed by gourmets as that re- 
nowned fish “soup-stew” known 
as Bouillabaisse. Epicures will 
travel out of their way to Medi- 
terranean towns such as Mar- 
seille and Saint Tropez to par- 
take of it. There its preparation 
and serving are almost a ritual. 
So special a dish is it, that some 
establishments refuse to serve it 
if certain varieties of fish 
haven't been “biting” properly. 

The continental Bouillabaisse 
features a mixture of many fish 
varieties native to the Mediter- 
ranean, slowly and_ lovingly 
simmered with vegetables and 
particular seasonings. Once the 
mingled flavors have mellowed 
to a succulent blend the brew is 
served to its appreciative audi- 
ence. Some prefer the broth 
served separately as a soup, fol- 
lowed by the “main course” of 
fish and vegetables, other de- 
mand the mélange all at once 
— in large soup plates atop 
crisp French bread or croutons.

Brynner's primary interest 
is the hundreds of thousands of 
children who have been born 
end are growing up knowing 
only. the life of the refugee 
camp. 

“l saw children in an Aus- 
irian camp,” Brynner says, his 
eyes mirroring the emotion they 
nave seen, “who are developing 
their own language. The camp 
houses so many people who speak 
different languages that the chil- 
dren have a language all their 
own.” 

The children know only camp 
life. To them, Brynner says. it 
i, the normal way of life. Some 
adjust to it, others come to real- 
ize it is abnormal and deveop 
varying neuroses.

A folding door’ can be install- 
ed in a matter of minutes. All it 
requires is snapping. a tension 
bar in place, or screwing the bar 
to the top of the doorway and 
then suspending the door from 
the bar.

Only 
when outside food is scarce will 
they feed inside their nests or 
caves, writes Ernest Douglas in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 


But a bee never consumes a 
morsel outside the hive. It col- 
lects from instinct alone, and 
usually only what its instinct 
says will be useful to the colony. 
But if no nectar or pollen is 
available, it may collect some- 
thing as useless as coal dust — 
or an experimental pollen sub- 
stitute.

pharyngeal gland, usually called 
the food gland. Unless a bee is 
well nourished, that organ in its 
head does not grow. 

This method was slow and 
tedious and of the 700 sub- 
stances _ tried not one proved 
fully satisfactory. The best is 
egg albumen reduced to a pow- 
der; skimmed-milk powder, se- 
same seed meal, and soy flour 
are almost as good. Dr. Standi- 
fer, however, is not willing to 
recommend any of these. 

Again, after conferences with 
Dr. Kemmerer. and Dr. Mc- 
Caughey, the decision was made 
to shift this line of research 
mainly to chemistry. 


Pollen is useful to. the bee 


hbecause of its protein. Every 
protein is made up of 21 or 22 
different amino acids, and in 
no two proteins ‘are these acids 
put together in the same pat- 
tern. 


Now Dr. Standifer is extract- 
ing proteins from pollens known 
to be favourites with bees, and 
separating them into their ani- 
mo components. One of these 
days’ he hopes to build a com- 
pound which will duplicate a 
pollen protein. 


But he admits that even then 
he may bé far from the goal. 
There may be some unidentifi- 
able “growth factor” in pollen 
that is indispensable to bees. 
Dr. Kemmerer, incidentally, be- 
lieves that there is some un- 
known factor in honey that is 
highly favourable to people. 

Dr. ‘Standifer hopes to solve 
other bee-nutrition mysteries as 


he goes along. “Do bees need © 


vitamins?” he asks. “We have 
no evidence of it. Do they need 
fats? We simply don’t know. 
What are their mineral needs 
and do they get them from wa- 
ter, nectar, or pollen?

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Fuller Brush Man 
Still On The Job 


ever approached, brush in hand, 
was slammed in Me face. But 
the self-styled counw'} bumpkin 
who was about to revoiutionize 
the then-disreputable business of 
door-to-door peddling had a stub- 
born streak in him. He knocked 
on another door, then another, 
and before the day was over 
he had sold $6 worth of brushes. 
Fifty-five years later, the Fuller 
Brush Man is ringing 140 million 
doorbells a year, doing $100 mil- 
lion worth of business. 

No one is more surprised about 
his success than the Original 
Fuller Brush Man, as he makes 
abundantly clear in his autobi- 
ography published last month. 


“The chance of my building 
anything or becoming anybody 
was so ridiculous that no banker 
would invest a dime in me,” says 
the 75-year-old semi- r etired 
chairman of “the first effective 
national direct-selling organiza- 
tion” He candidly admits: “The 
company is the product of medi- 
ocrity. Almost everyone who 
grew up with it in the early 
days was, like myself, a failure 
who took ‘his job with me in de- 
sperztion, often in despair.” 
Fuller was fired from his first 
three jobs (as a streetcar con- 
ductor, truck driver, gardener), 
went into the brush business be- 
cause it looked easy. 

Gospel: A religious young man 
from Nova Scotia, he set up bus- 
iness in Hartford because he had 
visited there once and liked the 
people—and his copy of the 
Bible had been printed there. He 
inspired his salesmen with mis- 
sionary zeal. “I considered my- 
self a reformer, eager to, attack 
the dirt and domestic labor of 
the city, destroying the one and 
alleviating the other,” Fuller 
says. 

But Fuller wasn’t all altruist. 
He was a hardheaded business- 
man who insisted on products 
“that would stand the test of 
use.” His factory hands worked 
on a piecework basis; his dealers 
paid for their brushes before 
delivery. Thus “all had to pro- 
duce. The foot-draggers soon 
eliminated themselves.” 

Fuller preached that the prod- 
uct had to sell itself. “This re- 
quired action rather than words,” 
Fuller points out. “I washed 
babies with a back brush, swept 
stairs, cleaned radiators and 
milk bottles, dusted floors.” He 
welcomed rainy *days because 
“bad weather keeps women at 
home.” But he didn’t welcome 
dogs because they bite. A Fuller 
man was never supposed to run 
from a dog or kick it, though. 
That’s sure way to lose a sale. 
Rather, “look the animal firmly 
in the eyes and walk up to the 
door as though you were a friend 
of the family, all the while keep- 
ing the durable sample kit be- 


-tween yourself and the dog.” 


The’Fuller Brush Man’s ad- 
ventures inspired countless car- 
toons. and gags, many depicting 
him as a charmer before whose 
blandishments female customers 
swooned. It happened cnce in a 
while in real life, Fuller admits. 
But he believes most of his men 
reacted as he did when a big 
red-haired woman, coyly admit- 
ting him to her some, said: “Do 
not lead me into temptation.” A 
quick man with a scriptural re- 
tort, Fuller answered: “Madam, 
1 am not leading you into teimp- 
‘tation, but delivering you from 
evil.” She bought three brushes. 

Fuller admits that slavish de- 


votion to one’s work has its dark.

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sides. Big business, he Says, ‘dae 
mands more of many mep thas 
they can do without neglecting 
their home obligations.” His first 
wife divorced him.) His eldest 
son, Howard, was a puzzle. With 
a mixture of pride and regret, 
Fuller recounts how Howard el- 
bowed him aside to take over 
active direction of the company 
in the 1940s and then did away 
with many of his ideas. 

Howard jettisoned the Fuuler 
tradition of building character 
into its dealers with this, com- 
ment: “Let’s stop trying to build 
men. Even God hasn't built too 
many good ones. Let's appoint 
the good ones, and go on from 
there.” 

With his father’s reluctant ap- 
proval, Howard introduced new 
lines (vitamins, toiletries, and 
cosmetics), increased sales from 
$15 million in 1946 to $109 mil- 
lion before he was killed in am 
auto accident last year. Fuller's 
other son, Avard, is now presi- 
dent. “Human history seems to 
insist that every youth must be 
put to the test of his own initia- 
tive industry, and self-reliance,” 
Fuller says. “Those who pass, 
move up.”’——From NEWSWEEK.

They buried her next to Jobn- 
ny as she had asked them to do 
because, as she said shortly be- 
fore she died, she believed that, 
having served Johnny in life 
as her master, she would also 
serve him in the hereafter. 


On her grave they placed a 
stone bearing the inscription; 
“China Polly, wife of Johnoy 
Bemis.” It marked the end of a 
unique and wonderful love 
story. 


Planning To Fly 
By Their Own Power 


A group of students of aero- 
nautics at Queen’s University, 
Belfast, plan to scoop the $15,000 
prize which has been offered for 
the first successful ‘flight of a 
man-powered aircraft. Inspired 
and helped by Terence Nonweil- 
ex, the university’s senior lectur- 


er in aeronautical engineering, . 


they have designed a prototype 
flying tandem and called it a 
“Flycycle.” It has passed some 
severe wind-tunnel tests. 

The machine is designed to 
carry two cyclists mounted tan- 
dem-wise in an enclosed fuse- 
lage. Of light-weight wing con- 
struction, it will be 20 ft. long, 
10 ft. high with a propeller fix- 
ed high in its tail unit, the whole 
weighing about 500 Ib. 

No catapult-launching action 
is envisaged, but a running or 
cycling take-off on level ground, 
The. cyclists, seated with their 
backs to the tail, will work up 
speed and then release a clutch, 
putting the propeller into gear. 

The inventors are satisfied 
that they can build a real flying 
machine which a couple of nor- 
mally fit cyclists could keep air- 
borne for two minutes. In that 
time, the Flycycle should be able 
to coast over a circular mile, 
flying about 20 ft. high and mov- 
ing at 35 to 40 m.p.h.
